Politicos ia Peru, 


NEW Tonk, Aug. 5.— Herald correspondence 
from Lima under date of July 81, says: 

The struggle for the Presidency of Peru is 
still engaging public attention, and it is feared 
that serious trouble will yet result from it. 
Since the retirement of Don Nicholas De 
Pierola, the alleged favorite of the people, 
there are two candidates in the field—Dr. 
Francisco Rosas, the President of the Senate, 
and Col. Remigio Morales Bermudez, who is 
favored by the Goversment. Col. Bermudez 
has never particalerly distinguished himself 
as a statesman, although he is the Vice- 
President of the present administration; 
he is a good soldier d m army, 
agent iu this I at his back. 
President on the Bermudez ticket is Dr. Pedro 
Del Solar, who is of confessedly high ability, . 
and who doubtless would oe the moving agent 
behind the Presidential chair. Gen. Caceres, 
the President, is manifesily a supporter of 
Bermudez, regarding Dr. Solar as bie coun- 
selor, and will do everything possible toward 
defeating the desires of of Congress in elect- 
ing Rosas for the high position. In the Re- 
public generally the votes of the people were 
given to Bermudez, butas the prefects of the 
several departments merely obeyed orders 
from headquarters the object of Congress 
will be to nullify the elections on the 
pretext of fraud and declare thatthe legal 
choice of the country is Rosas. Should this 
occur there can be but little doubt that imme- 
diate trouble and bloodshed would follow and 
some are audacious enough to believe that 
President Caceres would imitate the example 
of Cromwell and prociaim himself dictator 
untlla new vote could de taken. Judging of 
the President, bowever, by his constitutional 
prociivities and conduct, such does not seem 
to be likely. Three outbreaks bave already 
occurred in the streets of Lima, the populace 
assaulting Dr. Rosas and his friends when 
issuing from the preliminary sessions of the 
Senate and being unopposed in their 
violence by the police, of whom a respeocta- 
bie force was at hand to preserve order and 
entoree respect forthe persons ofthe Sena- 
tors. They carefully failedto perform this 
duty and the result ofthe skirmish between 
the Rosasists and the attacking mob was one 
man killed and seyeral ofthe Rosasists mal- 
treated. In the official report of the Chief of 
Police he lays all the blame on the friends of 
Dr. Rosas who were armed with revolvers and 
used them, but omits to state that they did so 
in defending their lives. 

DIVERTING THE PEOPLE. 

To divert public attention from these politi- 
cal entanglements the President recently con- 
ceiveda pian by whiohthe people should be 
engaged and diverted in another manner. 
The remains of the heroic Admiral Gerau, the 
commander of the famous Ram Huascar, who 
fell on her deck when defending that 
vessel from the attack of a number of Chilian 
ironclads and wooden ships-of-war, were 
deposited in Santiago De Chili and given 
nonorabie interment by a charitable family of 
that city. The bodies of bis comrades, and 
indeed of many of the brave men who fell in 
the ineffectual struggle against the attempts 
of Chill, were scattered along the coast and on 
the several battle fleids. Gen. Caceres de- 
termined to collect these precious fragments 
and dispatched a transport to Arcaria and 
Valparaiso to receive those of Gerau and his 
ill-fated followers, and commissions were 
sent into the interlor to recover the bodies of 
those who had fallen in battle and 
from instances peculiar to the hurry. of 
the movement had not been buried with the 
usual bonors. A grand funeral ceremony 
was then decreed to take place at the capital 
on the arrival of the ship and the commis- 
sioners, and in due time the pageant occur- 
red. Chill, with admirable generosity and 
courtesy, gave wp the remains with great 
honors, the pall bearers belng the members 
of the cabinet andthe ceremony was particl- 
pated in by the members of Congress, the 
army and the municipalities of Santiago and 
Valparaiso. Not content with this compll- 
ment, the Government of Chill commissioned 
the famous Esmeralda to escortthe Peruvian 
yessel carrying the remains of Admiral 
Gerau to Callao with a commission of distin- 
guished military and naval nen 
and ecclesiastics. On their arrival 
bere these gentlemen became the guests of 
the nation. The ceremony of transporting 
the coffins, adorned with the most beautiful 
wr@aths and garlands of flowers, from the 
railroad station to the Pantheon, as the ceme- 
tery istermed, was 2 touching, solema

were filled with her dea utlful daughters 
dressed in mourning; the streets were arched 
with pillars meeting each other and bearing 
appropriate inscriptions; the different foreign 
Ore brigades and associations of the city car- 
ried the caskets on their carriages; the army 
with reversed arms followed the proces- 
sion, and the most eloquent eulocies 
were delivered at the temporary resting piate 
of these brave men to whose memory a fltting 
monument te soon to be erected by a grateful 
nation. The French colony of Lima, a nu - 
merous one, attended the celebration, and on 
their national day, July M. appropriated all 
of the money subscribed for that purpose to 
the widows of the Peruviaa soldiers and sail- 
ors and the education oftheir children. The 
Chamber of Commerce and the military fol- 
lowed this noble example. After the cere- 
monies the requiem mass was said at the 
Church of the Mercea in Lima, the Archbishop 
participating. President Caceres was so over- 
come with giiefat the sight of the caskets 
containing the remains of his friends aad 
comrades that he was unable to take part in 
the ceremonies. 


Horrors of Atlantic Cattle Ships. 


Lonpon, Aug. 6.—An Illustrated pamphiet 
on the horrors of Atiantio cattie ships has 
just been published by Mr. Plimsoll, the 
never-failing friend of the sallor. The bro- 
chure was written with the object of alding 
the passage of a bill which Mr. Plimsoll ts 
endeavoring to have promoted in Parliament. 
The bill probibite altogether the carrying of 
timber deck loads in the winter, makes the 
use of the buikhneads in iron vessels com- 
pulsory, and forbids the landing of live cattle 
from any ship starting from any port west of 
the twelfth parallel of west longtitude, Mr. 
Plimsoll dwells especiaily on the loss ot the 
Erin of the National Line, whicn salled 
last December with 527 
live cattleon board and seventy-four men, 
and also refers to the later loss of the Egypt of 
the same line. The Erin has never been heard 
of, andtne National company has behaved 
with peculiar parsimony toward the women 
and families who were dependent upon some 
of the men who went denn with her. In mid- 
w inter the Erin was to carry 275 beasts on ber 
main deck and 252 on her upper deck. This 
cargo made her top-heavy, and the insurance 
inspectors placed her limit at 473; whereupon 
the officers agreed to take the insurance risks 
on the other fifty-two. They had to pay for 
the dead cattle, of course, but not a sixpence 
for the seventy-four men. The. horrors of 
cattle ships, according to Mr. Plimsoll, equal 
those of the former slave ships, where slaves 
were packed in like herrings. The beasts 
are packed so close that they hold each other 
up. It one falls from weakness it is trampled 
upon; la rough weather it is impossible to 
feed or water them properly. When the ship 
rolls heavily the horns of the animals are 
driven into another’s sides and not infre- 
queatiy their legs are broken, yet they are 
not put out of their misery for that would 
invalidate the claim for insurance, so they 
must lle in agony until they die. The men 
are little better off than the cattie, and the 
whole system is maintained in order to gat a 
little better price for the cattle which, being 
Gressed here, are sold for English beef. The 
latter brings a penny a pound more than 
American beef, making an animal weighing 
1,000 pounds oyer £4 more valuable if killed in 
Engiand than if killed in America, 


The German Imperial Party. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—The sallors of the German 
Imperial yacht Hohenzollern and the other 
German vessels escorting the Emperor, are 
mixing cordially with the English sailors and 
English residents on the Isle of Wight, fre- 
quently joining In singing the national an- 
thems of both countries. This condition of 
things is in marked contrast to that whioh 
prevailed on the occasion of the Emperor’s 
former visit, when the German sailors were 
merely tolerated ata distance, 

„ THE EMPEROR’S GIFT TO SALISBURY. 

Emperor Wililam will present a life-size 
portrait of himself to the Marquis of Salisbury 
in recognition of the Marguis’ aid in bringing 
about the Anglo-German agreement, 

THE EMPEROR’S MOVEMENTS. 

Emperor William, who is visiting his grand- 
mother, Queen Victoria, at her residence, 
Osborne House, on the Isle of Wight, rose 
early this morning and epjoyed a ride on 
borseback tothe village of Ryde. Upon his 
return he took breakfast with the Queen in 
the garden attached to Osborne House. Later 
in the day, in company with the Prince of 
Wales, His Majesty Jrove to Cowes, where he 
embarked upon the Aline, the Prince of 
Wales’ yacht, which is participating in the 
race for the Queen’scup. There is no wind, 
however, and the prospects for a good race 
are not encouraging. The Grand Duke of 
Hesse will accompany the Emperor on his 
visit to the Czar. 

RUSSIA AND THE HEBREWS. 

In the House of Commons this evening Sir 
James Fergusson, Under Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs, announced that the Government could 
not interfere with the Czar’s treatment of the 
Hebrews, 


Etforts for a Peaceful Settlement, 


Crrr or MExICcO, Aug. 5.—A Guatemalan 
dispatch says it is untrue that an attempt was 
made to assaseinate President Barrilas and 
denies that the revolution is of importance, 
The dispatch also says that Minister Mizner’s 
correspondence bas not been tampered with 
and that the Minister has for days been in 
free communication with the United States 
Government. Aspecial dispatch from Gaute- 
mala says the dipiomatic corps has offered to 
negotiate in the interest of peace, that the 
offer has been accepted and that it is 
expected a peaceful settlement will be ar- 
ranged within a few days. President Bar- 
rilas says he will not resign, and that he pre- 
fers death o surrender. Dispatches received 
by the Mexican Government confirm the re- 
port of the probability of the intervention in 
behalf of peace of the forsign diplomats in 
Central America. President Ezeta’s only 
terms are the recognition of his Government 
and the non-intervention of other powers in 
the interior Government of Salvador. Re- 
ports from the Chiapas frontier are that 
everything is quiet. 


The Central American War. 


La LIBERTAD, Aug. 5.—Four more battles 
resulting in victories for the San Saivadorans, 
bave been fought in the territory of Guate- 
mais. Col. Manuel Barrera in command of 
the Guatemalan army, had a leg shot off and 
was fatally wounded otherwise. The Salva - 
dorans saw reinforcements approaching on 
the enemy and they captured the towMof 
Santa Barbara which they fortified and suc- 
cessfully resisted the Gantemaians. sage | 
are now within forty miles of the capital of 
Guatemala with their army of 20,000 men. 


The Argentine ireuble. 


Crease. Senor Lastra, the leader of the party 
which supports Gen. Mitre, who was formerly 
President of the Republic, has been offered a 
seat In the Cabinet, but he deciines to accept 
it.

the decision of the lower court, Gning him 600 
francs. ; 

Accident at a Teurnament, 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—By the fall of a stand 
erected to give a view of the military tourna- 
ment at Atherstone, Warwicksbire, yester- 
day a large number of persons were injured. 
One thousand persons went down with the 
stand, bat fortunately the fall was short and 
no one was Kllled. 


Queen Natalie’s Story. 


LonpDon, Aug. 5.-Queen Natalie of Servia 
has published the story of the divorce pro- 
ceeding brought against her by ex-King 
Milan, im which she scores the Metropolitan 
forgranting the divorce when the evidence 
was all in her favor. She is preparing to go 
to Russia, where she will reside permanently. 


France’s Ultimatum to Dahomey. 


Paris, Aug. 5.—France has sent an ultima- 
tum to Dahomev, demanding the cession of 
Ketonou and Whydah.

Foreign News in Brief. 


During the last two months a large number 
of tourists have met with fatal accidents 
through attempting to cilmb the Austrian 
Alps, the fatalities In most cases result lag 
from the carelessness of the victims. 

A commission consisting of the leading 
physicians of Cairo has been appointed by the 
Government to consider means to prevent the 
introductior of cholera into Egypt. 

The Egyptian government has sent troops 
to El Torr to prevent the landing of the 
pilgrims returning from Mecca, where eholera 
is raging with fearful virulence.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Meeting of the National Cemmission and 
Local Directors Te- Morrow. 


CHuicaGo, III., Aug. 5.—President Palmer of 
the National World's Fair Commission tele- 
gtaphed officials at headquarters yesterday, 
stating that he will arrive in Chicago in time 
for the conference with committees repre- 
senting the commission and directors to be- 
gin Wednesday. In addition to President 
Palmer the National Commission will be rep- 
resented by Secretary Dickinson and the 
following other members of the Oom- 
mittee on Permanent Organization and 
probably by otbers: Commissioner Me- 
Kenzie of Kentucky, Chairman; Ewing of 
Chicago, Breslin of New York and Chicago, 
Harrison of Duluth, Martindale of Indiana, 
and Kerens of Missouri, the other members 
of the committee being Messrs. McDonald of 
California, Smalley of Vermont, Cochran of 
Texas, Widener of Pennsylvania, Goodell of 
Colorado and Keough of North Oarolina, 
Directors, Lyman J. Gage, Edward T. Jef- 
fery, Wm.

They did not re- 
alize their danger, but remained swimming 
about and sporting to the great amusement 
of President Harrison and his dauahter, Mrs. 
McKee. suddenly it was neticed that the two 
swimmers were being carried away, and at 
— same time Miss Hazzard threw up her 
rms as though exhausted. Dr. Buck, a young 
physioian, noticed it also, and he, with Mr. 
Strauss, a member of the Cariton House 
orchestra, swam for the ladies. When Mr. 
Buck reached Miss Dimmick he told her to 
hold to him tightly and fight her way in. She 
did not realize her danger, but did as she was 
Mr. Strause secured Miss Hazzard 
and then the struggle began.

YET ANNOUNCED. 


A General Belief That His Taking Off Will 
Take Pince Between Midnight and 7 
0’ Cleck To-Morrow Morning—Witnesses 
Summoned by the Warden Arriving—The 
Doomed Man in Goed Spirits. 


Avupurn, N. V., Aug. 5.—The authorities 
Dave sofar succeeded in preventing any in- 
fortmation as to the time for Kemwmler’s exe- 
Cution leaking out. Ita time has been fixed 
itis not known by any except those who are 
Permitted under the law to know it. Every- 
thing Is In readiness, the witnesses have been 
Summoned and Remmler 1e as resigned as 
could be expected under such circumstances, 
Harry Kemmler, the doomed man’s brother, 
wrote hima letter which was received yes- 
terday. The brother playsa strange part in 
the story of the crime. He ant! William 
Tupuar, the father of Kemmler’s victim, 
identified the body of the dead 
woman. Harry Remmler is married 
tothe sister of the woman his brother mur- 
dered. This letter is probably the last that 
will ever puss between the two brothers. 

Warden Durston made the statement yester- 
Gay that there would be nothing of im- 
portance done within twenty-four bours from 
that time. That would make !t comparatively 
certain thatthe execution cannot take place 
before 4o’clock this afternoon. In confirm- 
ation of this opinion is brougnt to bear the 
fact that the witnesses who will be at the ex- 
ecution are not expected to arrive until7 
o clock this evening. The general impression 
is that to-morrow (Wednesday) will be the 
day ast, or is the day set, for the electroca- 
tion, and that it will either be doue in the 
morping before the prisoners go to work 
in the shops, or after they have 
left in the evening. The Osborne House, the 
largest hotel in the place, is filled to over-

And 
down in the basement of the prison building, 
the murderer, Khemmiler, sat on the side of his 
little iron cot, staring at the steel walls of his 
marrow cell awalting the call that should sum- 
mon bim todeath, Kemmier does not know 
when the call willoome. He knows thatthe 
isto die some time this week, and he is 
as nearly prepared for death as he has been at 
any time. He ate awood breakfast this morn- 
ing. Ifthere wae any doubt of his health 
appetite and his sound pbysical condition 5 
should be dispelled by the story which comes 
from Dr. Sawyer, the hospital physician. Dr. 
Bawyer inspects all the foodthat goes to 
Kewwiler. A few days ago he heard that the 
keeper who carries the food down stairs had 
been eating parcofit.

So far as ls known only two of the twenty-

AN ELECTRICIAN’S PLIGHT. 

What promised to bea preliminary tragedy 
occurred near the State Prison this morning. 
A. W. Honer, an electrician from New York, 
who hae been here for some time working for 
the warden, found at 5o’clock lying on 
the roadway Poe: an approach toa railroad 
bridge badly fut and bruised. How lone he 
had lalu there no one knew. It was supposed 
that he was under the influence of liquor 
when he fell. He wastaken to the hospital, 
where he was found to be severely but not 
seriously injured. 

Warden Durston said to the special corre- 
spondent of the United Press this morning 
hst no test ot the dynamo had been made 
within the last twenty-four bours, and that 
none would be made to-day.

Sad Experience of Twe Boys Who Were Left 
Naked on Arsenal Island, 


This morning Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Dierkes issued a warrant charging Ed ward 
Bradley with petitiarceny. In itself the case 
is one of but littie importance, the defendant 
Bradley being charged with stealing a string 
ot fish aud two suits of clothing from Harry 
sylvester and George Minke. Behind the 
warrant, however, there isan interesting lit- 


tle story. 

All of the parties concerned live in Caron- 
deiet. Harry Sylvester and George Minke are 
15-year-old boys whose homes are at 6623 
Virginia avenue and 126 Eliwvod street 
respectively. On last Saturday the two 
decided to go fishing across the riverand 
went to Mre. Bradley, who lives on the shore, 
to hire ber skiff. Mrs. Bradley 
readily let them have the boat 
forthe loan of which they paid her 10 cents. 
With their lunch and fishing tackle inthe 
bottom of the boat they puiled across the 
riverto Arsenal Isiand and spent the day 
angling for buffalo and eat. By evening they 
bad secured a goodly string. After stowing 
away the catch under one ofthe seats in the 
skiff the youngsters hauled off their clothes, 
tumbled the garments in a heap on the bank 
and ran around a bend in the island to a deep 
hole to swim. 

About 6 o’clock in the evening Edwara 
Bradley, the 28-yeat-old fon of the lady from 
whom the bio ys bad hired the skiff, returned 
home from work and finding the boat gone 
get ut in search of the missing property. Not 
finding it along the bank be borrowed a boat 
from a peighbor and rowed across to the island. 
There, drawn up on the bank, was his skiff. 
Bradley supposed, of course, some mischiev- 
ous boys had purloined the vessel and, think- 
ing to repay them in their own coin, he took 
boat, clothing and fish and pulled back to the 
Missouriehore. 

Their bath finished Sylvester and Minke re- 
turned to don their garments preparatory to 
returning home. Totbeir dismay they fouud 
everything gone. Stark naked as they were, 
they did not fear the exposure tu the coo! 
night breeze and concluding that they would 
have to make a night of it, they went into the 
water for another swim. It was quite dark 
when tbey emerge! and they seated them 
selves on the shore to tell stories. They were 
not left fone undisturbed. The festive mos- 
quſto and the bioodthirsty gallinipper were out 
In force, and the unfortunate young castaways 
were soon inawony. For a while they ran 
about in the brusii in order to drive the in- 
sects awny, but found their torment increased 
by the scratching of thesbrubs. Thea they 
took to the river and stood for an hour 
up to their necks in the water. 
Soon, however, thelr knees weakened 
under the strain, and out they came. Soon, 
however, they were ecratching and clawing 
like all posvessed. 

At last a happy thonght struck Sylvester. 
Hunting a patch of soft sand, he dug with his 
bands a hurriedly improvised grave 
and rolled into its depths. Theo as best 
he was able he pulled thr accumulated sand 
over bissemarting flesh.

THE CAPE MAY CONFERENCE. 


Secretary Bam, summoned from Bar 
Harbor some days ago, is holdjng a pro- 
tracted conference with the President in 
the latter’s cottage at Cape May Point, 
and the result of that conference is bound 
to have an important bearing on our fut- 
ure politics. Nobody supposes that they 
are trying to come to an agreement on 
the Behring’s Sea matter. It is under- 
stood that the President interfered in that 
only to find out soon that he had blun- 
dered and must back down,and let BLAINE 
handle it in his own way. It is equally 
well understood that he sought this Cape 
May meeting with a view of sounding his 
Premier to the bottom, and effecting 
some compromise between himand the 
Reed-McKinley-Cannon Triumvirate of 
the House. 

The short, sharp and ringing letters to 
Fry from Bar Harbor awakened echoes 
in the West and in the Senate which 
alarmed the Triumvirate and the Presi- 
dent. They markeda point of divergence 
for powerful elements of the party on 
questions of great moment, and the re- 
sponses of the country made it evident 
that BLaIngE had taken the popular side 
and the leadership of a Republican oppo- 
sition which must be reckoned with and 
conciliated if the party and the Adminis- 
tration are to succeed. 

The administration was beaten on its 
silver bill by Western Republican Sena- 
tors and bad to accept a compromise dic- 
tated by them. A similar fate plainly 
awaits its tariff bill. Even Quay is voic- 
ing a Pennsylvania opposition to it, and 
several Republican Senators from the 
West are voting with the Democrats 
against the Senate’s compromise bill and 
making unanswerable speeches against it. 
Republican protests against the force bill 
are increasing in volume every day, and 
the materials for a great Republican split 
are multiplying in all sections of the 
country. Mr. Bran has shown most 
signally that he still has the ear 
of his party, that his hand 
has not lost his cunning and 
thatas the organizer and leader of this 
massof disaffection he could easily make 
himself master of the situation. If he is 
not permitted to direct the policy of the 
administration and save his party, he 
might take a course which would bring 
him to the White House in 1893 as the 
Monroe of a new “era of good feeling.“ 

It is said, however, that he no longer 
yearns for the White House and is only 
trying to save his party from fatal blun- 
ders. If he can convince HARRISON on that 
point, he may succeed at Cape May in 
putting the administration and the party 
on a new tack. 


CHICAGO’S RFSPONSIBILITY- 

The Scripture lesson of the mote and 
the beam fits to a nicety the Chicagoans 
who are severely censuring the press and 
people of other cities for alleged discredit- 
ing of the World’s Fair project. 

The greatest amount of discredit which 
the enterprise secured by Chicago has re- 
ceived has been due to Chicago herself. 
As Commissioner KERENS pertinen hy sug- 
gests in his censure of the conduct of the 
Chicago authorities in yesterday’s Post- 
DispatTcu, Congress would hardly have 
given the Exposition to Chicago had 
it foreseen the disgraceful squabbling, 
the evidences of contemplated bad faith 
and of speculative schemes which have 
characterized the conduct of the Chicago 
authorities with reference to the enter- 
prise from the beginning. It was natural 
that this should create grave distrust of 
the Fair management at home and abroad 
and should arouse severe criticism on the 
part of the press everywhere. Mr. 
KERENS points out that the French jour- 
nals have commented most unfavorably 
upon the situation. 

The damage which hasbeen done the 
Fair by unscrupulous and greedy Chica- 
goans up to this time cannot be estimated, 
but it may be modified in large measure 
by the future action of the local authori- 
ties and the Fair managers in general. 
All past quarrels apparently have been 
settled and theaffairs of the enterprise 
are said to be in satisfactory condition. 

Itis imperative that this condition be 
maintained because the attitude of ex- 
hibitors and of all people at home and 
abroad as wellas the success of the Fair 
must depend upon its dignified, able and 
honest administration. The people of the 
United States have a right to expect 
nothing less from the people of the city 
to which was intrusted the national com- 
memoration of the Columbian Quadri- 
centennial,

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Tur local murder cxrnival reached 
something of a climax yesterday in two 
revolting criminal events which involved 
three deaths and the serious wounding of 
a fourth person. The theory that heat is 
conducive to violent crimes seems to be 
borne out by the record of St. Louis this 
summer, but the theory should be modi- 
fied by the addition of vice and intemper- 
anoe as stimulative elements. While 
homicides have been frequent of late they 
are confined almost entirely to the lowest 
and most viciqus social stratum. The 
dens are responpible for a large part of 
the crimes. 


Tun street epridkling contractors are 
naturally creating aX the opposition they 
oun command to tha Plau of having the 
city do ita own sprinkiigg. A local news- 
paper, defending their Mterests, declares 
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that the work can be done more econom- 
ically and satisfactorily by the contract 
system. The experience of the city and 
the situation of the present and recent 
past is sufficient answer to such foolish 
statements. The same sort of opposition 
was encountered when municipal street 
sprinkling was first proposed, but it was 
triumphantly overcome and the result 
proved the wisdom of its promoters. The 
proposed plan now under consideration is 
based on common sense and sound busi- 
ness principles and will doubtless prevail 
despite the opposition of greedy con- 
tractors and their friends.

Mr. Russert Harrison defends the 
publication of lottery advertisements and 
news in his newspaper on the ground that 
many of its readers are fond of gambling 
and it is good journalism to give readers 
what they want, as Jong as the law is not 
actually violated.

through all the courts if it is not voluntarily 
withdrawn. 
SOME FEATURES OF THE BILL. 

Exception is taken to nearly every provision 
of the bill, but the following sections are con- 
sidered to be the moat objectionable: ! 

No carrier or party in possession of all or of 
any of the property herein described shall be 
liable for any loss thereof or damage thereto 
by causes beyond its control; or by floods or 
by fire from any cause wheresoever ocourring; 
or by riots, strikes or stoppage of labor; or 
by leakage, breakage, chafing, loss in weight, 
changes in weather, heat, frost, wet or decay; 


or from any cause if it be necessary or is usual 
to carry such property upon open cars, 

All property shall be subject to necessary 
coope e and baling at owner’s cost. Each 
carrier over whose route cotton isto be car- 
ried hereunder shall have privilege at his 
own cost of compressing the same for greater 
convenience in handling and forwardiag, and 
shall not be held responsible for unavo idable 
delays in procuring such compression. Grain 
in bulk consigned to a point where there is 
an elevator may (unless otherwise expressly 
noted herein, and then if it is not promptly 
unloaded) be there delivered and placed with 
other grain of same kind, without respect to 
ownership, and ifso delivered shall be sub- 
ject to a lien for elevator charyes in addition 
to all other charges hereunder. No carriers 
shall be llable for differences in weights or 
— shrinkage of any grain or seed carried in 

ulk. 

Ifallorany of said property 1s carried by 
water over any part of said route, such water 
carriage shall be performed subject to the 
conditions, whether printed or written, con- 
tained in the bill of lading, including the con- 
dition that no carrier or party sball be liable 
tor any loss or damage resulting from the 

erils of the lakes, sea, or other waters; or 
rom explosion, bursting of boilers, breakage 
of shafts, or any latent defect in hull, ma- 
chinery or apurtenances, or from coliision, 
stranding, or other accidents of navigation; or 
from the prolongation of the voyage. And any 
vessel carrying any or all of the property 
herein described, shall have liberty to call at 
Intermediate ports; to tow and be towed, and 
to deviate for the purpose of saving life and 
property. And any carrier by water liable on 
account of loss or damage to any of said 
property shail have the full benefit of any in- 
surance that may have been effected upon or 
on account of sald property. 

Property not removed by the person or 
party entitied to receive it within twenty-four 
hours after its arrival at destination, may be 
kept in the car, depot or place of delivery of 
the carrier atthe sole risk of the owner of 
said property, or may be atthe option of the 
carrier, removed and otherwise stored at the 
owner’s risk and cost,and there held subject 
to lien for all freigat and other charges. The 
delivering carrier may make a reasonable 
charge per day forthe detention of any car 
and for use of track after the car has been 
heid forty-eight hours for unloading, and 
may add such charge to all other charges 
hereunder, and hold such property subject to 
alien thereof. Property destined to or taken 
from a station at which there ie no regularly 
appointed agent shall be entirely at risk of 
owner when unioaded from cars or until 
loaded into cars, and when received from or 
delivered on private or other sidings, shall be 
at owner’s risk until the cars are attached to 
and after they are detached from trains. 

AN OBNOXIOUS CLAUSE. 

The provision that renders the bill non-ne- 
gotiable is regarded as in many respects the 
most obnoxious of all. Ever since bills of 
lading have been issued they have been used 
as collateral security, and have been as neyo- 
tlable as bank notes in financial circles. To 
deprive them of this character would be, it ig 
argued, to introduce a most serious impedi- 
ment to the transaction of business. The 
object ofthe provision ts believed to be to 
prevent the bills from going into the hands 
of third parties who are able 
and willing to carry the claims 
before a court. Banks and brokers are well 
posted as totheir rights and itis believed 
thatthe railroads have introduced the pro- 
vision simply with the object of keeping the 
bills from «oiling into the mands of bankers, 
who are likely to make a Hut in the courts. 
In fact, notafew regard the entire matter us 
a biuffon the part of the shippers, who are 
aware of the weakness of the contract. 

LEGAL ASPECTS OF THE CASE. 

None of the members of the Central Trame 
Assobviation will be present at the meeting to 
be held in Chicago, the ostensible reason de- 
ing that their presence is required at a meet- 
ing to be held in New York. The members of 
the Chicago conterence are greatly dissatis- 
fied at this and are inclined to think that they 
are not being treated with proper considera- 
tion. Legal opinions will be presented tend- 
ing to show that the railroads cannot Dy con- 
tract relieve themselves of their responsibil- 
ity as common: carriers. 

Alex H. Smith, in reference tothe provisions 
ofthe new bill of lading, said: It is un- 
doubtedly drawn entirely in the interest of 
the carrier, and relieves the railroads of al- 
most all responsibility. It is a pretty strong 
order, and a great many people believe that it 
will prove disastrous to shippers. With this 
Opinion I am not fully inclined to agree. ido 
not mean to say that if the provisions mace 
would be enforced the result would not be 
very bad indeed, but I do not believe that 
they can be enforced. Rallroads have always 
tried to make contracts that would relieve 
them of all responsibility, but the courts 
have been ready to step in and prevent 
the enforcement of these contracts. A rail- 
road is a common carrier, and as such 
bas certain more or less Well defined duties 
and responsibilities, Courts bave again and 
again held that a rallroad cannot contract 
itself free from the responsibil ities inherent 
to ites nature, and have set aside more strietiy 
drawn bills of lading than the one just 
adopted. I have no doubt whatever that if 
any line should set up as a defense any of the 
more unfair provisions of the bill that they 
would be set aside. People should remember 
that the billformerly in use contained many 
provisions onerous to the shipper, a great 
many more than covid be enforced, and in 
my Opinion the additions made are not worth 
the paper upon which they are printed. But 
their very exisfence is an impediment to 
trade, is likely to deceive those who do not 
know all the legal aspects af the case, and 
steps should be taken to have them re- 
moved.“

commercial representatives against their 
prompt adoption of the paper.’’ 

The arguments advanced iy favor of the new 
bill of lading are regarded by shippers as 
specious and misleading. The result, they 
claim, will be that when ordinary bilis of 
lading are given rates that are practically 
prob foitive will be charged, and all shippers 
will thus be forced to sign such contracts as 
are presented. Itis proposed to raise a fund 
and to fight through all the courts the first 
case in which the railroads claim relief from 
responsibility under the recently introduced 
conditions, the ground taken being that the 
contract is — * to the law governing 
common carriers and to public policy. 


TOO GOOD TO BE TRUE, 


A Report Which Created a Sensation on 
Change This Morning. 


Much interest was manifested on Change 
this morning over the following ‘‘special d“ 
patch’’ toa morning paper: 

‘‘oHTCAGO, Ang. 4.—Chicago is grumbling 
mightily because the recent decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is a decided 
gain for St. Louis as against this city, and 
gives the Mound City an opportunity to ob- 


tain a monopoly of the seaboard business 
from the Missouri River and polats 
beyond, 80 far as the shipment 
of wheat is concerned, Heretofore there 
has been a differential in favor of St. Louis of 
5 cents, but by the recent decision this is 
raised tos cents. Thislcentis what gives 
St. Louis the advantage, and is why the Chi- 
cago roads are gruinbiing and threaten to cut 
the wheat rate to 19 cents in order to put them 
on a level with the St. Louis reads. Chicago 
shippers say it they can not overcome that 1 
cent differential in some way there is no use 
trying to do business with the seaboard, and 
there isa great to-do aboutthe matter in 
shipping circies here.’’ 

Inquiries were generalas to the decision 
referred to, and also as to the probable effect 
of a 6 cents differential ia favor of St. Louis, 
Inquiry among prominent grain dealers 
promptiy disposed of the matter, and a good 
deal of kindly sympathy was expressed to- 
wards the innocent man who had framed the 
special, 

When Sidney R. Francis was questioned by 
a Pust-DIsPaTCa reporter as to the decision 
and its probable effect on St. Louis he laughed 
and said: 

On, you needn’t read it all through. I have 
read it Already, and it is really very funny. 
There bas been no differential rate of 5 cents 
in favor of 5t, Louis that could be raised to 6. 
The boot is on the other leg entirely, and 
Chicago by cutting rates has been depriving 
us of our proper share of seaboard business. 

Mr. John C. Fears, Superintendent of the 
Carondelet Elevator, said there was nothing 
whatever in the report. The rate, instead of 
being 5 cents in favor of St. Louis, was more 
like 8 cents against it. 

Mr. Joseph 8. Nanson expressed a similar 
sentiment and thought the whole thing must 
be a joke. 

Mr. John Thyson said he wished facts were 
as stated. He knew nothing of the devision 
referred to, but he knew that Chicago was 
cutting rates with a view to getting a monop- 
oly of the seaboard businese, and even if there 
had been achange of 1 cent in favor of St. 
Louis it would not affect matters to any great 
extent.

A Disgraceful Encouuter in Which Bleed- 
shed Was Threatened and Barely Pre- 
vented—Mr. Singleten’s Threat te Cnt 
Out Prof, Stevenson's Heart—The Super- 
visor’s Kuife the Arbiter of school Board 
Disputes.

The scene which occurred in the meeting 
was singularly disgraceful, but not entirely 
out of harmony with the conduct of the board 
for some time past. The committee was to 
open the bide.and award the contracts for the 
additions to the Pope School at that meeting, 
and Mr. Lee and Mr. Singleton came pre- 
pared. Before the meeting Mr. Lee went to 
Mr. O'Connell, the chairman, and asked if the 
awards were to be made that day? 

„Les, said Mr. O’Conpell, 'the advertise- 
ment so declared, and we must act according 
ing to that.’’ 

‘*Well, Ioppose it, sald Mr. Lee. I have 
not been consulted and, considering my 
duties, I think I ought to be consulted in 
these matters. :

Mr. Singleton’s 
temper rose and drawing his knife he 
threatened to cut Prof. Stevenson’s heart out.

Messiui claimed he was 
attracted from his room by the noise and was 
present merely as a peacemaker, Ristassio 
displayed a V-shaped cut on his forebead and 
a slash on his right arm which he said he re- 
ceived before he obtained sseseion of the 
Knife. Both prisoners denied that there had 
been any conspiracy and declared that they 
had never beard of any such organization in 
any country asthe Mafia. Giglielo was asked 
on bis cot at the hospital if he believed he had 
been marked as a victim of the Mafla Society,

TRAGEDY IN A DIVE, 


Fritz Kerlepple Shoots His Former Wife 
and Her Son and Then Suicides. 


At 724 Olark avenue, the lowest and most 
disreputable joint in the lowest and most dis- 
reputable neighborbood in St. Louis, there 
occurred last night a murder and suicide of a 
nature in conformity with the locality. The 
house in question is one of five owned by the 
woman Justina Burckhardt, one ef the vie- 
tims of last night’s tragedy, and is peopled 


by depraved black and white women. It 16

At7:15 last night Justina Burckhardt, the 
— eng of the den, while cooking 4 — 

ecame involved in a quarrel with Fritz Kor- 
lepple, a parasite who frequented tne house 
and to whom she was formerly married. 
The son of the woman, Richard Hack, 
alias Schultz, interfering to rotect his 
mother,enraged the big brute, Korlepple, who 
drew a pistol and without warning shot both 
mother and son. Despite their wounds both 
victims rushed down stairs and outon the 
sidewalk screaming forhelp. Police Officer 
Dixon responded at once and found Mrs. 
Burckhardt and son standing on the corner 
covered with blood and surrounded by «@ 
horde of negroand white women. Calling 
an ambulance for the remov- 
al of the wounded, he in 
company with Officer Quigley proceeded to 
search for Koriepple, who they were in- 
formed had done the shooting. He was found 
im an upper front room, lyinw face downward 
on tbe floor, witha Smith and Wesson lying 
8 side and a bullet through his brain. 

chard Hack, the onty witness to 
the shooting, tells that Korleppie and 
bis mother were married ten years ago, 
but were divorced three ears ago. 
Korlepple was a brewer by trade, but has now 
for a long time subsisted on the ill-gotten 
gaing of his former wife, He came home yes- 
terday eveaing and called for beer, and began 
to abuse Mre. Burekhbardt, and on the son's 
Interference shot both the woman and boy, 
and then bimeelf. 

The body ot Koriepple was removed to the 
Morgue. An examination showed that the 
bullet bad entered the right side of 
the head about the temple and come 
out oppdsite. he woman is 
in very oritical condition. One shot 
entered the neck just below the right jaw and 
passed entirely through. An internal hemor- 
rhage was caused, producing profuse vomit- 
ing and stranauilation. The other ball entered 
the back under the right shoulder, and Dr. 
Friedman was unable to state how far it had 
penetrated or of what consequence the wound

A SEW ORDINANCE WHICH KILLS AN OLD 
CUSTOM. 


Me. Themas Koepp Will Present a Protest 


te the Mayor on the Subject—Over- 
turned a Hearse—The Harbor Bill Will 
Paes on the 1itn—Yesterday’s Excursion 
Municipal Matters. 


HERE wiil be a test 
made concerning 
water rates and water 
licenses, which may 
be of interest to own- 
ers of tenement 
houses, The case 
upon which the fight 
is belnmg made was 
brought to the atten- 
tion of Mayor Noonan 
this morning by Thos. 
Kuapp who is very in- 
dignant over the 
wey the Assessor 
of Water Rates has 

treated him. 
On the fretof this 
year the water licenses 
fj were issued under the 
erdinance then in foree, but which has since 
been amended or replaced by a new 
one. In the old ordinance there was 
a clause which read: In all cases 
where tenement rates have been paid 
the Assessor and Collector of Water Rates 
upon application for renewal of license may 
allow the applicant on a new license a rebate 
for such vacancies as he shall be satisfied ex- 

isted.’’ 

Under this clause, Mr. Knapp asks for a 
rebate for a license paid on the building on 
Fourth and Elm streets. His demand for a 
rebate is refused and he goes away under 
the impression that the new ordinance which 
does not contain that clause is being applied 
to licenses issued under the other ordinance. 
The fact develops that while the new ordi- 
mance lowers the tenement rate, no rebate is 
bad for vacancies. 

Mr. Knapp said to-day: ‘‘I do not propose 
to be imposed upon in this way, and have laid 
the case before the Mayor. I do not 
understand how the Asseseor can justify his 
aetion when he issues a license under one or- 
dinance and refuses a rebate on the license 
un der another ordinance.’’ 

Jos. Temple, the Assessor and Collector of 
WaterRates was asked aboutthe case and said: 
**] have given Mr. Knapp allthe rebate he is 
entitied to, and he got it last Janu- 
ary. In other words, he gets no 
rebate and will not get it. I had 


that clause about tenement rebates left out of 
the new ordinance, because 1 did not think 
that any thing should be left to discretion 
ofthe assessor. You can see that the clause 
says he ‘may’ allowa rebate. In the case 
of Mr. Knapp I did not see fitto allow the de- 
mand and didnot. The new ordinance does 
notappliyto the particular case in question. 
She fav, however, is now, that in cases of 
this kind no rebates wili be allowed.’’ 

Mr. hnapp will Ble a written communication 
with the Mayor, who will turu it over to the 
City Counsellor.

Dan Sir—I am justin receipt of your favor 
of the let ult. respecting the probability of 
Congress adjourning before the final passage 
of the river and harbor bill. Knowing the 
eonstant concern you have given this matter 
andthe inestimabie aid you have viven the 
delegation in Congress from the city and State 
which helped in securing the appropriation 
for the harbor of St. Louis in the 
bili which the House passed two 
months azo and which seems hung 
up in the Senate, I can readily realize your 
anxiety in the matter, and in response to your 
inquiry will * that there is a tacit agreement 
between the Senators on both sides of the 
chamber that the tariff bill, which is now un- 
der oonsideration and therefore the regular 
order, untli disposed of, isto be laid aside 
by Unanimous consent On the llth inst. for the 
consideration of the river ana harbor bill. I 
do mot think that this arrangement will fall, 
for itisthe fixed determination of the House 
of Representatives that no resolution fixing 
acer for adjournment shall be concurred in 
until this indispensable piece of legislation is 
enacted. Ifor one will remain in session un- 
til the end of time, if that were possible 
rather than to permit the bill to fail. My 
judgment is that the bill pass before the 
session closes, and Will contain the ample 
appropriation for which you have worked so 
bard.

A TRUSTED CLERK GONE. 


GEORGE FARRIS OF THE POSTAL SERVICE 
AND REGISTERED MAIL DISAPPEARS. 


Deed—How the Crime Was Discovered— 
The News in Chicage—Supt. White's 
Estimate of the Man—Inspecters on 
His Trail. 


The post-office inspectors are looking for 
Postal Clerk George Harris, who until Sunday 
might was believed to be one of the best men 
on the road. He had been in the empley of 
the Government for some eight years and bas 
occupied the position ofthe head of a crew 
running between Chieago and St. Louis over 
the C. & A. He was carried on the rolls asa 
*‘clerk in charge’’ at a salary of $1,300 per 
annum. His home was in Chicago at 5825 
Stanton avenue. 

He disappeared on Monday in St. Louis, 


Union Depot Hotel Sunday night. Where he 
went on leaving the hotel, or the exact time of 
bis departure from that point, are not known 
to the inspectors. They are trying to get trace 
of him, and hope to be able very soon to pro- 
duce him. 

They are also endeavoring to learn what be- 
came of some registered packages 
which were taken from a pouch ina 


the mail car in which Harris 
came to St. Louis from Chicago. Two pouches 


containing registered mall were 
RECEIPTED FOR BY HARRIS 

in Chicago. They were to be delivered in the 
Post-office at St. Louls, where a receipt would 
be given releasing Harris from responsibility 
forthem. It is the custom of postal clerks 
who have receipted fer pouches to accompany 
them totheir destination, though sometimes 


on arrival at the Union Depot the clerk who 
has given the receipt gets one of his mates to 
accompany the pouches te the office. One of 
the clerks under Harris accompanied one 
pouch to the Post-office at Harris’ request and 
secured a rece!pt for it. 

When the letter of advice from the Chica go 
office to the St. Louis office was received it 
was noted that while Chicago said two 
pouches of registered mail had been sent on 
that run only one pouch had been de- 
livered. 

Chicago was immediately informed of this, 
and on the arrival in Ohicago yesterday 
morning of the crew Harris bad been in 
charge of it was discovered that Harris 
was missing. A cut pouch was aiso 
found in the car, and in it were 
founda some registered mail. A comparison 
of the mall found in the pouch with the rec- 
ords of the Registry Division of the Chicago 
office showed a number of packages miss- 
ing. The nature or contents of these pack- 
agesis not known but the work of learning 
their value,etc., was immediately set on foot. 

CHIEF INSPECTOR DYCE 
of this district was asked by telegraph for in- 
formation as to Harris’ whereabouts, anc mn 
were pinced upon histrail. The chances are 
that Harris got very Iittle money outof the 
7 he took from the registered pouch. 

‘ery little money ie sent by registered mall, 
that matter consisting chiefly of valuable 
papers and letters tor the delivery of which the 
senders want some evidence. An ex- 
ceedingly heavy bag might not contain 
over $50 in money or convertible 
valuables. Soitis a matter of great surprise 
to Post-office employes and officials thata 
clerk of euch excellent standing as George 
Harris should throw away his position and 
character in such a lottery. 

POSTMASTER HARLOW 
said this morning: 1 knew nothing of the 
loss of the pouch or the disappearance of 
Harris untilthis morning. Pouches are missed 
every now and then, and generaliy they 
are found on a little searching. When Chi- 
cago’s advice informed us that two pouches 
had been sent and we reported only one 
received an investigation was set on foot from 
Chicago.

Easton Avenue Property in Demand at 
Advanced Prices—Sales of the Day. 


Preparations now being made in preparing 
numerous large plots of ground adjacent to 
the Easton avenue cable forsale during the 
coming fall has already stimulated a strong 
demand for business sites all along the ave- 
nue, and prices bave been advanced ac- 
cordingly.

“WOODWORKERS MEET, 


THEY ASSEMBLE IN ST. LOUIS TO FORM A 
NATIONAL BROTHEEHOOD.- 


A Temporary Organization Effected This 
Morning and Cuemmittees Appointed ta 
Framea Constitution and By-Laws—The 
Object of th Order—A Keception te Be 
Tendered th. Delegates by the Local 
Union Friday Evening.

HE vood- workers, a 
very important body of 
workmen heretoforenot 
recognized asa national 
organization, are being 
organized in St. Louis 
to-day. The organiza- 
tion will probably be 
called the National 
Wood-working Machine 
Hands’ Union. 

For the past ten years 
the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters bas been endeavoring to havea 
union formed by the wood-working machive 
hands, and has given charters toa number of 
unions which were subservient to that order. 
In addition to this the wood-workers have 
formed a number of unions independent of 
each other. Ashort time ago Mr. Thos, J. Kidd, 
the present delegate from the Denver (Colo.) 
union, conceived the idea of forming a 
national organization for mutual protection 
and the general betterment of the tradesmen’s 
condition. He sent commupications to simi- 
lar organizations and discovered that they 
were favorably Inclined towards his views, 
having already thought about the same 
thing. After a voluminous correspondence 
they decided on holding a national conven- 
tion August 5in St, Louis, and to-day’s meet- 
ing is the result. 

Delegates from unions in the following- 
named cities were then elected: 

St. Louls, Boston, Omaha, Oakland, Cal. ; 
Denver, Colo.; San Francisco, Winona, Wis., 
and Chicago, Ill. Chicago has four unions 
and willsend four delegates. The different 
unions represent a membership of 1,500 wood- 
workers. 

THE GATHERING OF DELEGATES. 

This morning the delegates began to arrive, 
and at 10 o’clock they gathered at the hall of 
Woodworking Machine Hands, No.1, at the 
corner of Broadway and Biddie streets. 
The first work done was the forming 
of a temporary organization for the purpose 
of preparing the necessary preliminaries fcr 
permanently organizing. John Green of St. 


Louis was chosen temporary President and 
Thos, I. Kidd of Denver Secretary pro tem. 
A committee, consisting of Messre. Kidd of 
Denver, Milo G. Puytonof Chicago, Frank E. 
Heacock of Denver and Johan Green of St. 
Louis, was then appointed to draft a const! 
tution and by-laws. . 

Mr. Puyton of Chicago presented the follow- 
ing succinctly prepared explanation of the 
objects of the order which, he stated, prob- 
ably covered the ground: 

1. Toestablish an eight-hour work day, 
and enforce it. Toestablish aminimam rate 
of wages, an apprentice system, and weekly 
pay-days In ali milis. 

2. To abolish piece work,sub-contracts,Sun- 
day work, child labor, and the practice of 
holding back pay as a guarantee fund. 

8. Tohetp our members get work, -Insure 
good medical attendance near milie for our 
members when taken sick, or Injured while at 
work, aud help them financially while laid up. 

4. To discuss all economic questions and 
laws made for our detriment, thereby improv- 
ing our moral, intellectual and social con- 
dition. 

5. To work lu conjunction with the other 
organized trades for the general good of wage- 


workers. 
ADOPTING A CONSTITUTION. 

They were received with thanks and the 
constitution will be formed on this basis. The 
convention adjourned until to-morrow morn- 
ing im order to permit the committee to pre- 
pare the constitution for discussion and adop- 


tion. 


There are a number of unions which did not. 


send delegates, but which wi join the Na- 
tional organization. They are located as fol- 
lows: 

Iwo in Saginaw, Mich.; two in Philadel. 
phia, two in New York, two in Boston, and 
one each in Brooklyn, Dallas, Tex., and De- 
troit, Mich. ; 

The convention will probably last several 
Gays owing to the non-arrtwal of a number of 
delegates, Before adjourning the National 
Organization will be Den organized. 

Although starting ona small basis, the or- 
ganization will probably, in time, become one 
ot the strongest in the United States, as the 
wood-working machine hands number isto 
the hundreds of thousands. A large portion 
ofthem areat present unorganized whilea 
large number are members of the American 
Federation of Labor andthe Brother of

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BRIDGE-JUMPER M’CAFFERY. 


Prof. Regers Blamed for the Half-Witted 
Youth’s Death, 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 5.—The tragic death of 
young Charles McCaffery, the Canadian 
bridge-jumper, while jumping from a height 
of 150 feet, in this city Sunday, has stirred up 
a great deal of adverse criticism of Prof. 
Rogers, the Wronaut, who has had the fool- 
hardy boy under his supervisivun for some 
time, and who had intended, itis said, to 
make a dime museum freak of him, bad Sun- 


day’s attempt ended successfully. The 
next move of the 9 was to 
be the descent from a alloon at a 
very high altitude with aparachute. By all 
this McCaffery would have become notorions 
for his nerve, and would comsequently have 
been made a drawing card in the museums 
throughout the country. It is said he was 
abou: half wirtted, and had be been in posses- 
sion of his faculties not even the glory would 
have tempted him to do it. This fact has 
caused no small amount of indignation among 
bis irlends, who propose to do all in their 
power to make Prof. Rogers responsible for 
the boy’s death. Two of McCaffery’s friends 
went to a police station in East Boston yester- 
day for the purpose of seeing what they could 
do to secure the gronaut’s arrest. They 
assert thut Prof. Rogers is to blame 
for the boy’s act. One of them, 
James Cooper, says he was coming from work 
Sunday, when he met McCaffery and Rogers 
on the Old Colony Bridge soon after he made 
bis firatjump. Entertaining a brotherly feel- 
ing toward the young man he approached him 
and said: 

„Charlie, this must be your last. 

To this the boy responded: On, no, that’s 
no jump. Ican do better than that; 1 am go- 
ing to make a name and then I'll get lots of 
money.. 

Cooper urged him to desist, but without 
avail, and Prof. Rogers interposed that he 
would look out forthe boy and would not let 
him attemptanything that would cause him 
the slightest injury. The party then left for 
East Boston, where the fatal jump was taken. 
Search was made yesterday for the body, but 
it was not found.
